Checkline on Venereal 
Disease Being Offered

Springfield The average 
person awakened at 3 a.m. by 
a teen-sounding telephone caller 
who wanted to know if you 
can get syphilis from a toilet 
seat might be inclined to snarl 
and slam down the phone. 

By the time you'd had 50 
such calls, day and night, you 
might be excused for being 
rather irate. 

The Illinois woman who's 
been getting the calls, instead, 
called the new Illinois ‘VD 
checkline”’ to compliment them 
on the success of the program. 


She ghould know; her phone 
nue is almost 


identical, so 
she dets a percentage of the 
checkline’s business. 

The checkline, operated by 
unpaid volunteers with an em- 
phasis on youth, was inaug- 
urated in December to provide 
anonymous: information to an 
one, without charge, who ha 
a question about venereal 
diseases. 

The service operates out of 
Springfield, accepting calls 
from anyplace in the state. The 
toll-free calls can be placed 
between noon and 9 p.m. on 
weekdays, noon to 5 p.m. on 
Saturday, and never on Sunday, 
according to Robert Griffin 
venereal disease control officer 
with the public health depart- 
ment. 

The calls should 
to 1-800-252-8989. 

So far, between 200 and 2 
calls have been received, Grif- 
fin said, from persons who felt 
they had been exposed to ven- 
ereal diseases and wanted to 
know what’ to do next, or per- 
sons who felt they had

Oddly, despite the recent em- 
phasis on disseminating infor- 
mation about venereal diseases, 
Griffin said, some callers ap- 
parently still wrongly believe

Most of the volunteers, inten- 
tionally, are young, with an 
average age of 17 to 21, Griffin 
said. The oldest is under 30 and 
the youngest is a 14-year-old 
“who's real sharp and doing a 
fine job.”

Accidents Up in 1972 


Major crimes in Granite City 
showed a decrease in 1972 com- 
pared to 1971 while traffic acci- 
dents increased, according to 
an annual report by Police 
Chief Ronald J. Veizer. 

The number of crimes totaled 
2,288, compared to 2,489, while 
total cases cleared by arrest in- 
creased from to 704. The 
number of accidents jumped 
from 1,393 to 1,658. 


The city went without a case 
of criminal homicide during the 
year, compared with one in 
1971. 


Crimes reported. included 
forcible rape, two, down one, 
with none cleared, down two; 
35 robberies, same, with six 
cleared, down one; 147 cases of 
assault, up 61, with 45 cleared, 
down two, 701 burglaries, down 


four, with 62 cleared, down 20; 
5 larcenies, down 180, with 

162 cleared, up 65; and 178 auto 
thefts, down 76, with 18 cleared, 
down 25. 

There are 411 other cases 
cleared by arrests, up 119. 

Fatal accidents in the city to- 
taled eight during the year, up 
six. There were 392 personal 
injury accidents. with 590 per- 
sons injured, up 79 and 129, and 
1,258 property damage atci- 
dents, up 181 

Police made a total of 2,592 
arrests, up 436, including 1,72 
traffic arrests, up 284, and 867 
other arrests, up 152. There 
were 280 additional charges, 
down 40, for total charges of 
2,872, up 396. 

During the year the police 
department answered 17,685 
complaints.

‘Shield’ Law for Newsmen

Springfield—A major attempt 
is expected to be made in the 
78th General Assembly to pass 
a “shield” bill for newsmen, 

The legislation is so-called 
because it is intended to pro- 
tect newsmen from being 
forced to divulge or make pub- 
lic where they receive informa- 
tion or “tips” on news stories. 
This type of a law would be 
similar to the way conversa- 
tions between lawyers and cli- 
ents are now kept secret, or 
those between a doctor and a 
patient. 

Several chapters of Sigma 
Delta Chi, the national journal- 
ism group, will push for the 
legislation in Illinois. Similar 
attempts. are being made in 
various other states. Such 
moves have come to the fore-

front because of problems aris- 
ing in New Jersey and Califor- 
fia dealing with news reporters 
and news sources.

Transit, School Issues May 
Cause Walker-Daley Battle

Springfield—Gov. Dan Walk- 
er who won his office by a suc- 
cessful wooing of Republican- 
leaning Downstate voters, has 
quickly found that major Chi- 
cago problems ha ve followed 
him down to Springfield. 

In fact, after less than two 
weeks in office, he had to come 
to grips with two prime issues 
that certain to fire fierce 
controversy in the 1973 legislat- 
ive session 

These are increased state aid 
for Chicago's schools and: mass 
transportation system. Both 
matters have: been before the 
legislature in the past, but this 
is shaping - up rapidly as the 
showdown year. 

Walker, himself a Chica- 
goan but already proven by 
the November balloting to 
be popular Downstate, can’t 
avoid being on the spot. 

Nor can an eventual con- 
frontation with Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley, 

ith whom he is presently 
in an uneasy truce be 
avoided. 

The new governor has already 
taken two preliminary positions 
on both issues which place him 
at odds with Chicagoans in gen- 
eral and the mayor in particu 
lar. 

His first day in office, a dele- 
gation met with him in his Cap- 
itol office to ask him to play a 
role in negotiations between 
the Chicago Teachers’ Union 
and the Chicago Board of Edu- 
cation 

The intent was_plain—obtain 
a commitment from Walker 
that he would push for a big 
boost in aid from the legislature 
to metropolitan schools 

Walker refused to go along 
and suggested specifically, 
as well as publicly, that the 
wage impasse might be re- 
solved by a major trimming 
of costs in the Chicago 
school administration. 


This satisfied no one. 

Regardless of what * agree- 
ment negotiators may reach to 
end the strike, and providing 
this is ratified by the teachers 
themselves at the subsequent 
union meeting, it is certain to 
be dependent to large extent 


on more money from the legis- 
lators. 

The Chicago school cause has 
many friends in the legislature, 
especially among liberal Demo- 
crats. 

But if they don’t have the 
governor's backing, their out- 
look for favorable legislation is 
dim. 

On the mass transit issue, 
Walker has promptly. opposed 
preliminary proposals by Daley 
for a one to two cents a gallon 
increase in the statewide gaso- 
line tax, with the extra money 
to be distributed. not only to 
Chicago's Transit Authority 
(CTA) but to bus ems in 
Downstate cities as well. 

Specific legislation to 
carry out the Daley propos- 
als is being drafted and will 
be backed .by Chicago Dem- 
ocratic powers in the House 
and Senate. | 

But Downstate lawmakers 
have been reluctant in the 
past to subsidize the CTA, 
especially via any state- 
wide hike in the gas tax. 

Here again, without the 

governor’s backing, such, 

legislation would appear 
doomed. 

But the two issues are going |

Some Reforms Likely in Way 
State Legislation Is Handled 


By AL MANNING 
Copley News Service 


Springfield—Gov. Dan Walker 
this month told the people of 
Illinois that the state has a 
“crisis of lost faith in our own 
government.” 

Three days ‘later, the mem- 
bers of the Illinois House of 
Representatives proved his as- 
sesment correct when some 
Republicans accused W. Robert 
Blair of doublecrossing them on 
his way to winning re-election 
as speaker of the House. 

If lawmakers cannot believe 
one another, how can they ex- 
pect the public to believe them? 

In his inaugural address, 
Walker said: 

“For all of your differences, 
what you (the public) had to 
say about government was dis- 
turbingly similar, You simply 
did not believe government was 
worth your trust 

“If our citizens continue 
to lose their sense of faith, 
it can strike at the heart of 
democracy; for if we no 
longer believe that the peo- 
ple we choose can govern 
us, we are really saying 
that we no longer believe in 
our own capacity for self- 
government.” 

Every statewide public office- 
holder was. at the ceremony. 
If they took the criticism per- 
gonally, it is -understandable 
why they were riled at the 
scattergun approach. 

But, significantly, the inau- 
guration was not held before a 
joint session of the General 
‘Assembly. 

The legislative branch has 
received increasing criticism 
since the November election, 
when the talk of pay raises for 
public officials began. The pub- 
lic’s opinion of that body did 
not increase as it learned of 
wheeling and dealing in prover- 
bial closed-door, _smoke-filled 
rooms. 

However, there is more sub- 
stance to the legislative situa- 
tion than just the personality

Although Blair said hejcould

And that is where the public 
is most likely to benefit the 
most from the situation. 

The reforms are: 

—The Speaker will not have 
a direct voice in the determina- 
tion of which bills are referred 
to which committees. As in the 
Senate, there will be a commit- 
tee on assignment of bills. 

—After a bill is reported out 
of committee with a ‘‘‘do pass’? 
recommendation, it shall be 
called for third reading within 
a prescribed period of. time, 
such as two weeks. Thus, the 
House speaker would not have 
absolute discretion to withhold 
a bill; 

—No bill will be called with- 
out 24 hours’ notice to mem- 
bers. 

Citizens who have at- 
tempted to closely fol- 
low controversial legislation 
such as abortion, parochial 
school aid or the equal 
rights amendment under- 
stand how these changes 
can help their lobbying ef- 
forts and thus assist them 
in governing themselves. 

But the reforms are only one 
development to emerge from 
the tangle. 

The tactics used by Hyde 
supporters before supporting 
Blair were not looked upon 
with favor by political veter- 
ans.

Appropriations of motor fuel 
tax funds totaling $125,000 were 
approved by the city last week, 
enabling improvements at five 
of the city’s major intersections 
under the state-federal traffic 
safety program.

Federal aid for ‘the work is 
available under the govern 
ment’s Traffic Operation Pro- 
gram to Improve the Capacity 
and Safety (Topics) of city 
streets. 

Cost of the Nameoki-Johnson 
Road improvement is estimated 
at $83,500 and the four Madison 
Avenue intersection. improve: 
ments have been estimated at 
$195,000. 

Harold Thurmond, a repre 
sentative of the engineering 
firm, shas informed the coun 
cil that engineering work for 
the Nameoki - Johnson project 
will cost about $12,800 and the

Elementary Grade Reorganization 
Called Aid to State Guidelines 


Proposed New Boundary Lines for Granite City Schools 


NEW eek CENTHAL RR 


Efforts to desegregate Illinois 
school districts have met with 
varying degrees of success 
since ‘guidelines were filed by 
state school superintendent Mi- 
chael J. Bakalis in November 
1971. One district—Park Forest 
163—has become a model in the 
development and implementa- 
tion of a plan, according to 
state education officials. 

Park Forest, located 30 miles 
south of Chicago, is a predomi- 
nately white collar, middle. in- 
come and professional commu- 
nity. It was incorporated in 
1949 as one of the nation’s first 
planned communities after 
| World War II. 

Residential integragation took 
place starting in 1958 with lit- 
tle public conflict because the 
educational and income levels 
of the incoming families were 
comparable to that of existing 
| residents. 
| Segregation was not a prob- 
lem in the junior and senior 
[high schools because their at- 
tendance boundaries reflected 
housing patterns. However, a 
problem of segregation was 
created in the elementary 
schools due to a swift and dra- 
matic population shift in one 
| area of: District 163 — Beacon 
Hill. 4 

Beacon Hill

Adhering to state guide- 
lines, the group broadened 
citizen participation with 
five study teams. Question- 
naires were sent to faculty 
members to gain input. 
Teams visited other dis- 


tricts, and committee mem- 

bers spoke to 42 community 

organizations to explain 
their efforts and gather 
further information, 

After the report was made, 
the board held open hearings in 
nine grade schools, with admin- 
istrators and committee mem- 
bers present to respond to pub- 
lic questioning. 

On April 20, the board 
adopted a voluntary magnet 
plan with the option of going to 
a mandatory grade reorganiza- 
tion system if there were in- 
sufficient volunteers by May 
31, 1972. The magnet plan 
called for children from 
throughout the district to trans- 
fer to a single school on a vol- 
untary basis, reducing imbal- 
ance in all schools, 

Not enough volunteered. On 
June 5, the school board insti- 
tuted the alternate plan, with 
the nine schools redesignated 
as primary and _ intermediate 
grade centers; four became 
centers for grades 1-3 and the 
remaining five for grades 4-6. 

Preparations were made 
throughout the summer for ef- 
ficient transition on Aug. 29. 
In-service training _ sessions, 
workshops and community 
meetings were-held and a com- 
puter was used to aid in pupil 
assignment 

The plan received general 
support. A group. did file an 
action to block the plan, but 
the suit was denied. 

Students from five of nine 
primary white areas attend 
Beacon Hill School; about 60% 
of the blacks previously attend- 
ing Beacon Hill now go to other 
schools. 

Prijcipals were given the 
choice of either primary or in- 
termediate centers, depending 
on their ‘background, expe- 
rience and interest. Teachers 
were assigned to schools based 
on the same criteria and 75% 
of the teachers moved to a dif- 
ferent school from the one they 
had taught in the previous 
year. | 

The! plan goes far beyond 
just meeting state guidelines. 
As one school board member 
said, “We probably would have 
gone to grade reorganization 
eventually, not because of de- 
segregation but ‘because of the 
inherent educational value.” 

The strength of the sys- 
tem, a local school official 
said, is that is “allows us 
to concentrate our resources 
where they can best ‘be 
used, Curriculum, person- 
nel, materials and expendi- 
tures can be geared to the 
particular grade center. 


“In other words, instead of a 
grade three class at nine dif- 
ferent elementary schools, we 
now have just four at the pri- 
mary centers. It’s more effi 
cient 4nd makes more sense.” 

It is too early to speculate on 
the ultimate educational suc- 
cess of Park Forest’s desegre- 
gation plan, Bakalis says, but 
notes that according t9 one 
primary grade center principal, 
all indications are good, 

“We can see that it is work- 
ing just by the interaction of 
the children,” said Fred Seg- 
ner, principal of Beacon Hill. 
“They are working together, 
learning together and playing 
togetHer. Many of the upper 
grade children remain after 
school to play, even it means 
walking home. 

“Park Forest has demon- 
strated what can be done when 
people get together and work 
together,” Bakalis comments. 

“The board exhibited a deep 
sense of responsibility and in- 
volved the total community in 
the development of a plan. To 
gether, they explored what 
could be done, rather than cat- 
alog what could not be done.’

Handedness is unique 
trait of man, according to Dr 
Harrison Tordoff, director of 
the Bell Museum, Minneapolis 
and an animal behaviorist 

“Many species of animals 
show a definite side preference. 
Handedness occurs in several 
kinds of birds, as indicated by 
the choice of foot used to perch 
and propel into flight 

“Apes show both 
right hand preference, and even 
mice and rats show side domi 
nance,” says Dr. Tordoff. 

Cats and dogs, veterinarians 
agree, show little natural pref 
erence for one side or the 
other 

A dog can be t 
course, to ‘shake’ 
paw. ‘And horses are accus- 
tomed from ‘bith to be ap- 
proached from the left side. 

In man, however, hand pref. 
erence is very highly developed 
—probably because work be- 
comes. easier. when one hand 
dominates the other 

“Nature arranged a divi- 
sion of labor between our 
two hands,” says Cyril 
Burt, who studied children 
with classroom learning dif- 
ficulties in the 1930s. 

“Seldom are both occu- 
pied with precisely the 
same task at the same 
time. Rather, the one com- 
plements the other—one is 
used for more lively or del- 
icate movements, and the 
other for mechanical move- 
ments or holding. 

“Thus, the left hand 
steadies the paper, and the 
right hand moves the pen. 
The innate tendency to 
work in this’ fashion elimi- 
nates the need for a deci- 
sion on which of the two 
hands to use for each task.”

No one! is certain how hand- 
edness got started in the first 
place. Nevertheless, it is a 
deeply-rooted trait of man to 
favor one side over the other.

Interestingly, Grecian writing 
is not from jeft to right, as in 
most modern languages, One 
line would flow from left to 
right and the next from right 
to left—with‘ the words and let 
ters reversed as in a mirror 
image. 

his “mirror-writing” — with 

words and letters moving from 
right to left—is the way a left 
hander naturally writes. 

,The words are traced with 
the left hand — duplicating the 
movement of the right hand 
but moving to the left instead 
of rig 

This is the way Leonardo 
da Vinci wrote his notes, 
which can be easily ‘*trans- 
lated” by holding them up 
to a mirror. 

Many experts say the 
reason nearly half the stu- 
dents requiring remedial 
reading are lefthanded is 
that the words appear to 
them to go the wrong way. 
With the Romans, the left 

hand meant the shield hand, or 
aeva, which protects the heart 
on the left side of the body. 

This led to the fascinatin, 
but barely plausible theory that

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Scope of Pollution Rules for Steel Industry 
Can End Its Profits and Ability to Compete 


All Americans are concerned 
about improving environmental 
quality; not all are aware of 
the economics involved - in 
achieving it, according “to W. 
B. Boyer, president of Republic 
Steel Corporation and chairman 
of the American Iron and Steel 
Institute’s Public Affairs Com- 
mittee on Environment. 

He has attempted to provide 
a better understanding of the 
issue. Following is the text of 
an interview by AISI editors: 

AISI: President Nixon recent- 
ly expressed grave concern 
about the. economic implica- 
tions of new environmental leg- 
islation that will sharply esca- 
late government and industry 
spending. 

He called it inflationary and 
warned that it would create 
pressure for higher taxes. What 
are your thoughts on this mat- 
ter? 

BOYER: I share the Presi- 
dent’s concern. An improved 
environment is a highly desira~ 
ble goal to which all of us 
should be committed. 

It will be tragic if we go 
about it in a way that dam- 
ages our economy and 
makes achievement of oth- 
er desirable goals impossi- 
ble. 

We should try to strike a 
balance between the effects 
of the environmental gains 
the government is seeking 
and the effects of new en- 
vironmental legislation on 
the costs of goods and serv- 
ices, on employment and 
on our competitive position 
in international trade. 
Environmental needs and 

economic growth should be re- 
garded as inter-dependent. 

Economic growth gives us 
the resources for fighting pollu- 
tion, Without it, we will be un- 
able to improve the environ- 
ment and unable to achieve full 
employment for a growing la- 
bor force. 

AISI: How much is the .steel 
industry spending for a clean- 
er environment? 

BOYER: Neary a million dol- 
ars a day. 

In 1971,-. steel companies 
placed in operation about $162 
million worth of new air and 
water quality control facilities 
—boosting capital spending for 
these purposes since 1951; to 
$1.18 billion 

In addition, at’ the end of 
1971, steel companies were 
spending almost $142 million a 
year just to keep existing air 
and water facilities operating. 

This ig about 12% of the ori- 
ginal construction costs. This 
combination of expenditures 
works out to $304 million an- 
nually or $833,000 each day. 
This does not include environ- 
mental research or special re- 
sycling projects. 

When the figures are in for 
1972, they will be higher. A sur- 

conducted early last year 

indicated that domestic mills 
had authorized an additional 
$320 million for air and water 
quality control facilities sched- 
uled ‘to become operative in 
1972 and later years. 

‘This planned spending will 
raise the industry’s total 
for environmental expendi. 
tures since 1951 to $1.5 
lion, 

This is one of the ‘highest 
private commitments to the 
national effort to improve 
air and water quality. 

We are proud of our environ- 
mental accomplishments. Prog- 


ress is evident everywhere in 
the industry. 

But there still remain areas 
that need attention, These are 
areas where there’s no present 
technology for dealing satis- 
factorily with emissions. 

Take coke plants, for ex- 
ample. You put coal in the 
top of the oven and push 
coke out the side, No one 
has been able to come up 
with a system to fully con- 
trol the emission, regard- 
less of the investment. 

One of our biggest problems 
is changing and conflicting 
standards. 

Once a standard has been 
set, we can plan our course of 
action to reach this goal, 

If the standard is changed 
while we're making costly 
equipment improvements, it’s 
very difficult and often econom- 
ically unfeasible to . change 
again. 

We are concerned about our 
ability to go on meeting the 
soaring costs connected with 
these changing standards that 
are sometimes unnecessarily 
restrictive. 

If you have a_ reasonably 
clean industrial- river, whose 
environs make it highly un- 

that people would want 

it for recreational pur- 
poses, Why go to the staggering 
cost of making it 100% pure? 
It makes no economic sense at 
all. 

AISI; Have you determined 
the magnitude of those costs? 

BOYER: Yes. 

American Iron and Steel 
Institute estimates that the 
industry would have to 
spend a minimum of $3.5 
billion for new control fa- 
cilities in the period 1972- 
1976 to meet a rigid appli- 
cation of current federal 
standards. 

This outlay, plus the In- 
stitute’s estimate of more 
than $400 million in annual 
operating and maintenance 
costs, would be more than 
the industry earned from 
1967 through 1971. 

Findings in a recent study — 
conducted by the management 
consultant firm of Booz, Allen 
and Hamilton for the Presi- 
dent’s. Council on Environmen- 
tal Quality and the Environmen 
tal Protection Agency — largely 
support the steel industry's 
contention that it would expe: 
rience financial hardship in 
meeting the cost of presetnly 
projected environmental con- 
trol requirements through 1976. 

Moreover, Booz, Allen says 
that the industry will be able to 
fully‘ finance pollution control 
expenditures of this magnitude 
only if it experiences a combi- 
nation of. circumstances _ that 
steelmen feel is extremely un- 
likely. 

For example, 
realize no ‘cost 
the Occupational Safety and 
Health Act or from increased 
axes of any kind or for Social 

urity, medical ‘care or pri- 
vate pension benefits. 

Also, we have to be able to 
increase prices by 4.3% per 
year during the next four 
years 

Then we would have to keep 
all dividends at 1972 dollar 
amounts and use all internally 
available funds for normal fa- 
cility replacement and_pollu- 
tion control projects only — no 
expansion outlays or no outlays 
to replace facilities that might 
have to be shut down because 
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of environmental control regu- 
lations. 

Also, the industry would have 
to borrow an additional $600 
million to get added capital 
which Booz, Allen says would 
put the steel industry at or 
near its borrowing limit. 

The report adds the assump- 
tion that the steel industry 
would be able to increase its 
net income from $566 million in 
1971 to $936 million in 1972 and 
to $1,232 million by 1976—more 
than double the 1971 level. 

AISI: What will be the 
consequences if this set of 
circumstances does not ma- 
terialized and yet the indus- 
try is compelled to try to 
meet these massive finan- 
cial requirements? 

BOYER: I can think of 
several obvious and painful 
consequences. 

We will be unable to con- 
tinue to invest in the new 
steelmaking technology nec- 
essary to keep our industry 

e internationally. 

Profits will suffer and tax 

revenues from the industry 

will be reduced, 

Some companies simply 
will be forced to shut down 
facilities, which will result 
in a loss of jobs. 

All of us want the cleanest 
environment we can have with- 
in the bounds of economic rea- 
son. 

However, we must be care- 
ful not to’ put any segment of 
our nation’s industry in an un- 
tenable competitive position. 

In these days of intense’ do- 
mestic and foreign competition, 
all of us must balance what a 
dollar will do for us and what 
priority should be given. 

AISI: What do you 
should be done? 

BOYER: Economic consider- 
ations should continue to be in- 
cluded among the factors to be 
weighed in making environmen- 
tal decisions. 

This policy should be stated 
or implied in all federal activi- 
ties concerning the environ 
ment, including existing and 
proposed legislation, standards 
and procedures. 

Let’s set soundly con- 
ceived environmental goals 
and standards that don’t 
present the industry and 
others with moving targets 
that quickly obsolete costly 
facilities and, for all prac- 
tical purposes, chain us to a 
situation where we stay in 
business largely to fight 
pollution and little else. 
Then, too, we need some in- 

novative and creative means 
for financing these huge en: 
vironmental outlays 

Perhaps if we were given ap- 
propriate tax incentives or low- 
interest. .environmental loans 
with repayment: out of future 
earnings, we’d have a much 
better chance to finance expen- 
ditures and remain economical- 
ly viable. 

I think. steps such as these 
should be considered if all in- 
dustry, including steel, is to re- 
main competitive and respon- 
sive to the nation’s needs.

“There are people not being 
reached by higher education 
who have an interest or a 
need,” says John Ellsworth of 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville. “This University 

exploring possibilities to 
each these people on their 
erms. 

Ellsworth istant vice-pres- 
ident for academic programs, 
s in the vanguard of educa- 
tional planners at SIUE. He is 
helping develop a_ five-year 
plan that will include changes 
in the educational delivery sys- 
tem. 

“Our clientele in on-campjus 
and off-campus progra 
hifting more toward people 
Ir involved in public serv- 
ce,” Ellsworth said. “We have 
0. ask what we can do to meet 
he needs of these people.” 

For example, Ellsworth said, 
for many years the SIUE mas- 
ier's degree program in polit- 
ical science was aimed large- 
ly at preparing students to go 
on for a Ph.D. Today, with 
many persons already em- 
ployed in governmental agen- 
cies entering SIUE to sharpen 
their job skills, it is necessary 
to develop coursework that stu- 
dents can adapt to their jobs. 

“There also seems to be a 
pattern of professionals drop- 
ping back into universities to 
keep up with the rapid social 
change occurring everywhere, 
Ellsworth said. “In some dis- 
ciplines like chemistry or phy- 

. knowledge can be obsolete 
in five years. 

“Even in my discipline, pol- 
itical science, Ph.D; programs 
today are hardly recognizable 
compared with the programs 10 
years ago. That’s because the 
world today is so different from 
10 years ago.” 

Ellsworth said opinion sur- 
veys indicate many persons 
employed full-time are inter- 
ested in getting more educa- 
tion but want classes in an off- 
campus location on weekends 
SIUE is in the forefront of uni- 
versities trying to meet that 
kind of demand

tion in business administration

Field for Teacher Students

The Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board said Friday it will allow 
federally-chartered savings and 
loan associations in Illinois to 
establish full branches. 

Each of 200 associations 
their total assets are $10 billion 
—will be limited to a single 
branch within 100 miles of its 
home office, effective Jan. 31
